Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 41-44 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tsujimoto 
(U.S. Patent #6,288,524). 

Tsujimoto discloses claimed invention a DC-DC converter (figure 4), including a 
comparator (figure 4, item 104) and a first signal (figure 4, from item 103) and an offset 
signal (figure 4, item 1), pulse width modulation (PWM) (column 1, line 15-20), the 
output voltage different than pre established value (column line 35-45), a pair of 
switches (figure 4, item M1 and M2). 

_3, Claims 47-49 rejected under 35 U.StC: 102(b) as being" anticipatecJ by Wilcbxef" 

al. (U.S. Patent # 5,847,554). 

Wilcox et al. disclose the claimed invention a DC-to-DC converter (figure 1-3), a means 
for comparing (figure 1, item 120), an offset determined (column 1, line 55-65), and 
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converter output towards pre-established value (column 2, line 1-65+ and column 4, line 
1-10), pulse width modulated signal (column 3, line 1-5). 

4. Claims 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barkaro 
(U.S. Patent #5,949,224). 

Barkaro discloses claimed invention a DC-DC converter (figure 1 , and column 1 , line 
10-15), a comparator (figure 1 , item 4 and 5), the converter towards a pre establised 
value (Abstract, line 1-7). 

5. Claims 52-59 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Redl et al. 
(U.S. Patent # 6,229,292). 

Redl et al. disclose the claimed invention a DC-DC converter (figure 1,9,13 and 16), a 
comparator (figure 1, item 22 and 28), a comparator, pulse width modulator and 
reference voltage, a microprocessor (column 3, line 40-70+), a pair of switches (figure 1 , 
item 12 and 16 and metal oxide semiconductor field transistor (column 2, line 10-15). 

Note : There is a possibility of double patening.
